Money Advanced to United 
Home Builders for Deal 


With Sacks, Mortgage 
Firm Says. 


100 PER CENT PROFIT 
IS ALLEGED ON SALE 


Appointment of Ancillary 
Receiver to Present Claim 


Against Defunct Concern 
Asked For. 


Claim is being made by the 
‘Hawkins Mortgage Co. of Portland, 
Ind., now in bankruptcy proceed- 
. Ings at Indianapolis, for $482,170 
against the bankrupt United Home 
* Bullders. It is asserted that this 
“ money was advanced by the Haw- 
kins Co. for the purchase by the 
United Home Bullders of the old 
Holland Building, 211 North Sev- 
enth street, from William Sacks, 
oll promoter and former banker. 

The Hawkins Co. yesterday ap- 
plied to Referee in Bankruptcy 
Alexander, temporarily sitting here, 
for appointment of an ancillary re- 
ceiver to present its claim against 


the United Home Builders, which |’ 


is being liquidated by State Finance 
Commissioner Millepaugh as re- 
ceiver. 

Sacks, who not long previously 
had returned here from the Okla- 
homa oll fields with considerable 
wealth, bought the Holland Build- 
ing in July, 1921, and it was as- 
serted that he put up only $18,000 
fn cash for the purchase, but as- 
sumed notes for $200,000. Five 
months later he sold the building 
to the United Home concern for 
@ price announced as $477,500. The 
apparent profit to Sacks was $259,- 
600, or more than 100 per cent. 
The name of the structure was 
changed to United Home Building. 

; Claim Relates to Deal. 

The Hawkins company petition 
for an ancillary receiver, or re- 
esiver in the local court jurisdic- 
tion, does not set forth details of 
the claim. Harry W. Blodgett, of 
counsel for the company, explain- 
ed that the claim related to tne 
bullding deal. In effect, he point- 
ed out, the Hawkins company was 
purchaser of the building, but did 
not obtain title. 

In the petition by which State 
Finance Commissioner Millspaugh 

Was appointed receiver for the 
United Home Bullders last spring 
ft was charged that W. M. Webb 
and A. A. Cocke, former trustees 
of the concern, entered into a 
conspiracy with Sacks to defraud 
the company in the sale of the 
bullding, and a demand was made 
for the return of the money used 
In the purchase. It was alleged 
that the true market value of the 
Holland Building was about $3765.,- 
600 and that Webb and Cocke 
were to share with Sacks the prof- 
ite due to overpayment. 

Twenty-seven Indicted. 

The Hawkins company purchas- 
ed the United Home Builders in 
December, 1922, from the trus- 
tees, Webb and Sacks, and the 
company was moved to Portland. 
Sacks and Morton 8S. Hawkins, head 
of the Hawkins firm, were among 
27 men indicted last January on 
charges of using the mails to de- 
fraud, in connection with their 
housing trust activities. 

Sacks, it will be recalled, pro- 
moted the Republic National 

_ Bank, which was closed voluntar- 
fly recently because it was losing 
money. Sacks had resigned as a 
director of the bank and, in a 
statement, sald he lost $200,000 tn 
the venture,

“Yes, you would laugh at any- 
thing, except possibly a hanging, 
and I think maybe you would 
laugh at the hanging of these 
boys.” 

Constant Wrangling. 

The examination of the witness 
led to constant wrangling between 
Crowe and the veteran defense 
council chief, and Judge Caverly 
left his chair, leaned far over the 
railing about the bench, and, in 
a low pitched voice, made a long 
ruling as td the admissibility of 
the evidence the defense was try- 
ing to bring out. 

Schrayer testified that he _ re- 
garded Loeb as abnormal, that 
Loeb was not permitted the re- 
sponsibility of being a mentor over 
freshmen, a duty of seniors at the 
university, and that Loeb was «a 
good book student, but apparently 
did not seem to have logical com- 
mon sense and was rather imprac- 
tical.

ALENT ADVISE 


Witness for Defense in 
Hearing of Loeb and Leo- 
pold in Franks Case 


Gives His Views. 


SECRETIVENESS IN 
CHILD A DANGER 


Dr. Bernard Glueck Says 
Youngsters Should Be 
Encouraged to Talk 
Freely With Parents.

CHICAGO, Aug. 7.—Understand- 


ing based on a healthy comrade- 
ship between parent and child is 
the solution to the question of how 
to handle children, Dr. Bernard 
Jlueck, alienist, and director of 


the Bureau of Children’s Guid- 
ance at New York, declared after 
finishing his testimony for the de- 
fense in the hearing to determine 
the punishment of Richard Loeb 
and Nathan Leopold Jr. for the 
murder of Robert Franks. 

“The home should create an at- 
mosphere that encourages the 
child to feel free to talk himself 
out, pour forth his childish trou- 
bles, his fancies and ideas—and 
there should be some one to listen 
and respond. 

‘“TI’'ve tried to become acquainted 
with these familles, and want to 
say in justice to them that they 
did all in their power and knowl- 
edge, but they didn’t realize. 
Very few parents do realize that 
their children’s thoughts and 
dreams may make up the whole 
existence for a child. 

“And that is how this tragedy 
may do great good; if it makes 
parents know that contact with 
their children must be psychologi- 
cal as well as physical, and that 
children can't be left to their own 
devices,” Dr. Glueck added. 

Need of Frank Relation. 

Secretiveness on the part of the 
child is apt to carry with it a 
sense of guilt and fear, he said, 
emphasizing the need of a frank 
relation with regard to matters of 
sex. Once the child is given an 
opportunity for unburdening his 
mind he becomes free and natural 
in his general relations, the allen- 
ist continued, adding: 

“This tragedy occurred because 
no one ever knew these boys as 
‘persons’. There was never at any 
time an understanding of the 
whole child, but merely certain 
phases. And a child isn’t a 
‘phase’. Their parents knew each 
in the conventional relation, and 
their teachers knew. each in the 
pupil phase—merely as _ intellec- 
tual receptacles.’’ 

He condemned the conception of 
discipline which causes a child to 
build up defense mechanisms— 
such as lying,—and deplored the 
school system which requires the 
child to perform well as a pupil 
and to behave according to rules. 

Teacher and Parent. 

“The teacher had much better 
ask herself—and so had the par- 
ent—‘How closely am I in touch 
with the lives of my children: 
how much do I know of what is 
going on in their minds; to what 
extent do they feel free to come 
to me with intimate personal prob- 
lems?’ "’ 

The child’s relations with his 
classmates, how he takes his suc- 
cesses and failures, how large a 
part his day dreams play in his 
life, are other points the parent 
and teacher should inquire into, 
Dr. Glueck said.

SANE WITH SERIOUS MENTAL 


DISORDERS, 


ALIENIST SAYS 


Dr. Sanger Brown Finds Former Insisted on 
Crime, Latter Joined for Sake of 
Fantastic Affection.

CHICAGO, Aug. 7.—With the ev- 
idence of the three star defense 
alienists now in, in the hearing of 
Nathan Leopold Jr. and Richard 
Loeb before Judge Caverly for the 
murder of Robert Franks, afi exam- 
ination of their testimony shows no 
essential difference in their con- 
clusions concerning the defeadants’ 
mental condition. 

The alienists—Dr. William A. 
White of Washington, Dr. William 
Healy of Boston and Dr. Bernard 
Glueck of New York, al] eminent in 
their profession—have agreed that 
the kidnaping and murder was the 
direct result of an abnormal men- 
tal condition on the part of both 
Loeb and Leopold. While avoid- 
ing the word ‘insanity’ as too 
vague and unscientific, they have 

eclared the defendants to be 80 
thoroughly unbalanced as to have 
constituted a constant menace to 
society for several years. 

They unite in declaring Loeb a 
victim of “split personality’’ and 
Leopold a case of “paranoid per- 
sonality.” 

It is- the stated opinion of all 
three that Loeb is headed for hope- 
less lunacy and they have inti- 
mated that a complete mental col- 
lapse could be expected at almost 
any time. 

Dr. White stated that Leopold 
seemed to have established a sort 
of unnatural mental equilibrium 
which might prevent further de- 
generation of his faculties but Dr. 
Healy thought a further decline 
could be expected and Dr. Glueck 
testified yesterday that Leopold 
seemed to be developing a defi- 
nite paranoid psychosis. In lay 
language, this means pronounced 
insanity. 

Dr. Sanger Brown’s Views. 

In corroboration of their testi- 
mony, Dr. Sanger Brown of Chi- 
cago, another alienist employed by 
the defense, yesterday made public 
the report which he had submitted 
to defense counsel on the defend- 
ants’ mental condition. Dr. Brown 
states that he avoided consulting 
with the other alienists or dis- 
cussing his findings with them be- 
fore making his report for the spe- 
cific purpose of rendering an in- 
dependent judgment. In _ other 


words, he says that, when he made 
his reports, he didn’t know what 
his colleagues were going to say. 

This is an important point be- 
cause the report substantiates and 
agrees with the other alienists’ 
conclusions very closely. Dr. 
Brown does not shrink from the 
word “insanity.” He declares that 
Loeb is insane but that Leopold, 
while suffering from serious men- 
tal disorders, is sane. He agrees 
with his colleagues that it is Loeb 
who has the criminalistic instincts 
and who insisted upon the commis- 
sion of the crime, while Leopold, 
notwithstanding his greatly su- 
perior intellect, fell in with the 
plan rather than lose his associa- 
tion with Loeb, for whom he had 
conceived a pathological and fan- 
tastic affection. 


“Master Mind” Feature. 

Loeb’s admission to Dr. Glueck, 
related by the latter on the witnesy 
stand yesterday, that it was he who 
struck the blows and administered 
the gag which killed Robert 
Franks, would seem to bear out 
the theory that Loeb was the lead- 
er and aggressor. That role was 
his, however, only -when bold: 
crimes were to be carried out. In 
other aspects of their association, 
Leopold dominated. 

Thus it will be seen that, upon 
the alienists’ interpretation of the 
facts, the much-abused phrase, 
“the master mind,”’ cannot be ac- 
curately applied to either of the 
defendants. 

Two other alienists are to be 
called later by the defense, and one 
of them is expected to add a new 
element to the expert testimony, 
namely, a description of physical 
abnormalities which may be held 
responsible for some of the alleged 
mental abnormalities of the de- 
fendants. An exhaustive physical 
examination wags made of both 
Leopold and Loeb, including their 
brains, nervous systems, spines, 
glands and other organs and cen- 
ters. This has not yet been intro- 
duced.

O. Krohn, who are expected to say 
that, while some abnormalities may

Labor following the receipt. of 
your telegram of Aug. 1. 

By and with the approval of 
the Executive Council, I am sub- 
mitting to you the following 
statement: 


Three .months ago the Execu- 
tive Council of the American 
Federation of Labor directed 
that the Executive Council next 
meet in Atlantic City, Aug. 1, 
to transact such business as re- 
quired the attention of the Ex- 
ecutive Council, 
defining of the attitude of the 
American Federation of Labor in 
the furtherance of its nonparti- 
san political campaign. 


On ~ Priday, Aug. 1, and be- 
fore the receipt of your telegram, 
the question of*determining our 
political coprse was made a spe- 
clal order of business for Satur- 
day. The suggestion of a letter 
coming from you was mentioned 
during the discussion on Satur- 
day, but the Executive Council 
deemed itself fully competent to 
deal with the problems entrust- 
ed into its keeping for consid- 
eration and action. 


Dissent as to Clayton Act. 


You know, of course, that of- 
ficers of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor are fully informed 
of all that transpired in the en- 
actment of the Clayton law, espe- 
cially sections 6 and 20. We 
are likewise fully informed as to 
all who rendered valuable assist- 
ance in that legislation. We must 
dissent from the conclusions re- 
lated by you. This dissent is 
borne out by records and facts 
readily available. At an oppor- 
tune time these records and 
facts will be fully set forth, in 
none of which does Mr. John W. 
Davis appear. 

Regarding your statemént that 
it was the Supreme Court deci- 
sion upholding the Adamson law 
which prevented a strike on the 
railroads of the country and giv- 
ing Mr. Davis credit for having 


won that decision and thus pre-_ 


venting the strike, let me re- 
count facts with which you are 
familiar and which are in direct 
conflict with the statement in 
your letter. 

President Wilson appointed a 
commission of four, President 
Daniel Willard of the Baltimore 
& Ohio, Secretary of the Interior 
Franklin K. Lane, you and my- 
self for the purpose of mediat- 
ing and preventing a strike. 

This commission brought about 
an agreement between the rail- 
road brotherhoods and the rep- 
resentatives of the railroads, and 
that agreement was signed in the 
presence of the commission of 
which you and I were members 
before the Supreme Court deci- 
sion was handed down, and coh- 
sequently ‘before anyone had 
knowledge of what that decision 
would be. It was the agreement, 
and not the Supreme Court deci- 
sion, which prevented the strike. 
You may recall, as I do, the 
statement made by the late W. 8. 
Carter, then president of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Fire- 
men and Enginemen. , 

Mr. Carter said, ag the agree- 
ment was signed by us ali: “Gen- 
tlemen, this is the dawn of a new 
dey.”’ and those present general- 


including the — 


ly felt that he voiced the convic- 
tion of all. 

It was ithe machinery of the 
labor movement, and not the Su- 
preme Court and Mr. Davis 
which prevented the threatened 
strike. 


Davis’ Utterances Weighed. 
The Executive Council appre- 
clates your advice regarding the 


early struggle and career of Mr. 
Davis. It Hkewise has weighed 
in the balance his later utter- 
ances and courses, associations 
and training. We are confident 
that our judgment and action are 
well founded. 

But quite apart from all this, 
your request that.our Executive 
Council should adjourn-to go to 
Clarksburg and there reconvene 
after considering his acceptance 
address, is utterly impossible and 
inconceivable. The suggestion 
could be made with equal pro- 
priety that we attend the accept- 
ance ceremonies of President 
Coolidge so’'as to prevent being 
charged with party partisanship. 


Usual Procedure Followed. 
You know, of course, the prac- 


tice or our organizations in such 
matters as this, but a brief word 


may clarify the situation to you. 
The American, Federation of La- 
bor National Nonpartisan Politi- 
pal Campaign Committee, ap- 
pointed by authority of the 
American Federation of Labor 
convention and with the ap- 
proval of the Executive Council, 
is charged with the duty of pre- 
senting labor demands to the po- 
litical conventions. It is .then 
charged with the duty of consid- 
ering the records of candidates 
and platforms adopted by the 
conventions. 

All of this proceeding has been 
carried out this year precisely 
az in every other campaign since 
1906. Our committee held many 
meetings and considered all 
facts, records and platforms se- 
riously and at length. The docu- 
ment adopted here was the re- 
port of that committee, the 
American Federation of Labor 
National Nonpartisan Political 
Campaign Committee. Not only 
the matters to which you draw 
attention, but all available in- 
formation were considered and 
weighed and our judgment then 
was expressed in the report sub- 
mitted to and adopted by the Ex- 
ecutive Council. 

You may not know that John 
W. Davis, for whom you now 
speak, wrote me under date of 
July 17, asking a conference at a 
time convenient to me at Brigh- 
ton Beach, where I was for a 
time recuperating from my Ill- 
ness. Mr. Davis asked me to fix 
a time when it would be con- 
venient to see him, preferring 
only that I should not fix a time 
when he was on his vacation in 
Maine. 

I replied by letter on July 22, 
saying that I would be giad to 
see Mr. Davis at Brighton Beach, 
where I was then, in New York 
City prior to my coming here, 
or in this city after my arrival 
here for the executive .council 
meeting. 


Asked Statement of Questions. 

To this letter Mr. Davis tele- 
graphed a reply on July 24, say- 
ing that. it was impossible to fin- 
ish the work he then had on 
hand and return to New York 
by July 29, the date which I sug- 
gested to conform to his wishes, 
that he was planning to leave 
‘Dark Harbor on August 1 and 
then suggested that I file with 
him a statement of questions in 
which labor is chiefly interested 
at the moment. 

On July 25 I replied to that 
telegram expressing my wiling- 
ness that an interview take 
place at the time designated by 
you. 

I further suggested that the 
several dates and places first 
proposed by me were still agree- 
able to me, but that “TIT cannot 
submit questions to you which 
would not be equally submitted 
to other candidates for the presi- 
dency.”

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Women Voters to Continue Effort to Get 
Out Large Vote in November Election

Non-partisan efforts to “get out 
the vote” for the November elec- 
tion will center upon the four-day 
genera] registration period, Sept. 
22-25 inclusive. 

Mrs. George Gellhorn, chairman 
of the special committee appointed 
by the League of Women Voters 
for the purpose of encouraging 
registration and voting, said today 
that the objective would be a reg- 
istration, néext month, of 376.000 
voters, The highest previous record 
is 315,018 for the 1920 election. 

Mrs. Gellhorn, whose committee 
carried on an active campaign since 
early in June, to get out a full vote 
for Tuesday’s primary, said today 
that the vote cast, 49 per cent of 
the registration, was fairly satisfac- 
tory. 

Increase Tuesday Favorable. 

In 1922, when the contest for 
nominations for United States Sen- 
ator aroused probably more genefal 
interest than the recent contest for 
nominations for Governor, the vote 
in the August primary was 47 per 
cent of the registration. The in- 
crease of 2 per cent is considered 
by Mrs. Gellhorn as a favorable 
sign. 

In the primary, adherents of 
minor parties have no incentive to 
vote, as their nominations are us- 
ually uncontested. The vote of the 
Socialist and other minor parties 
formed 4.7 per cent of the total 
vote case here in 1920. 

The “get out the vote” committee 
used more than 390,000 pleces of 
printed matter, including explana- 


tory circulars and automobile stick- 


ers, and sent speakers to stores and 
industrial plants, to arouse interest 
in the supplemental registration 
held in June, and later to vote in 
the election. 

One Great Obstacle. 

“One great obstacle to getting 
out the vote,”’ Mrs. Gellhorn said, 
“was the date of the primary. In 
our work among industria] and 
business employes, we learned that 
it is not only the wealthy who are 
out of the city in August. The time 
of the primary is the very time 
when the greatest number of 
small-salaried workers are taking 
their brief vacations, for their em- 
ployers can best spare them then. 

“Why should the primary be at 
the time when business and public 
interest are at their lowest?  Illi- 
nois has its primary in April. There 
might be objection. to a spring 
date, as making the campaign too 
long, but a September date would 
not make it too short and would 
mean a much larger vote than In 
August. Our committee will call 
this matter again to the attention 
of the Legislature—we have taken 
it up in the past, but have found 
opposition to any change of time.” 

The argument usuaMy made in 
the Legislature, in support of an 
August primary, is that farmers 
can get to town to vote more con- 
veniently then. In the present 
year, a backward season has tend- 
ed to change this condition.

The “get-out-the-vote” campaign 
is concerned only with getting vot- 
ers to the polis, and not with the 
partisan division of the vote. In 
Tuesday's primary here 82,266 Re- 
publican votes and 46,449 Demo- 
cratic votes were cast for candf- 
dates for the nominations for Gov- 
ernor.

VINEGAR AS A 
SALAD MAKER 
By Hannah Wing 


An Authority on Matters Pertain- 
ing to Houschold Management. 
HAT vinegar plays an incon- 
I spicuous but important part 
in salad dressings is a fact 
unrecognized by many persons who 


often express a desire to achieve’ 


a distinctive difference in their 
product. Flavored Vinegars offer 
one of the easiest, simplest and 
most satisfactory means of varying 
salad dressings to secure the nicety 
of blended flavors desired. 

Of these flavored vinegars, tara- 
gon is perhaps the most familiar. 
This may be purchased or made in 
the home by filling a fruit jar with 
fresh tarragon leaves, adding the 
yellow skin of half a lemon thin- 
ly pared and two or three cloves. 
The tarragon should be put in 
loosely and the jar filled with 
white vinegar. Close the jar tight- 
ly and let it remain in the kitchen 
in the sun for two or three weeks. 
Strain off the vinegar and bottle 
for future use. 

Pleasantly flavored herb vine- 
gars may be made by using any 
desired combination of seasoning 
herbs. Fresh green herbs should 
be used and chopped finely. About 
two tablespoons each of sweet 
marjoram, cress, capsicum and 
shallots, with a finely chopped gar- 
lic clove added to a pint of tarra- 
gon vinegar, sealed and placed in 
a warm place for a week or two 
gives a vinegar which may be used 


to season the salad dressing when 
an additional flavor 


is desired. 
Such seasoning is particularly good 
with salads made from cold meats 
or co]d boiled vegetables. 

During the summer one should 
be sure to make a supply of nas- 
turtium vinegar and to pickle a 
few nasturtium seeds to use _ in 
salads throughout the year. Either 
the blossoms or seeds of nastur- 
tiums will give the desired flavor. 
The vinegar made from the blos- 
soms is, perhaps, more delicate 
than that from the seeds. 


All that is necessary is to gather. 


enough fresh blossoms to fill a 
quart jar. A bit of clove, red pep- 
per and perhaps a tiny bit of garlic 
and a slice of onion may be added 
if desired. Cover the blossoms 


with cold vinegar and after two, 


weéks strain and add a teaspoon of 


salt. 


Many of the seasoned vinegars 


which are left from pickles, such 


as the sweet gherkins, are excellent 
to use in salad dressings. Vinegar 
in which cucumbers and onions 
have been served may find a new 
usefulness in a salad dressing to 
serve with a salad of such a cold 
boiled fish, as salmon, for instance.

Acids in Canning 

HE housewife who plans to 

use a preserving powder or 4 

canning compound to insure 
the keeping of the fruits and veg- 
etables she puts up this summer is 
advised that the use of such pow- 
ders may prove harmful! to health, 
say the specialists of the Bureau 
of Chemistry, United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, who have 
investigated these preparations, 
Canning compounds usually con- 
tain salicylic acid or boric acid, 
although sold under different trade 
names and at a price much above 
their real value. 

While galicyclic acid ig a medi- 
cine useful in certain diseases, it is 
also known to be a poisonous sub- 
stance and its excessive use in 
canned foods may lead to serious 
disturbance of the health. Boric 
acid is recognized under the pure 
food law as harmful to health, and 
while it possesses some antiseptic 
power, it is not safe to depend 
upon it alone to prevent or check 
the growth of harmful bacteria in 
foods. The safest method is to 
prepare fruits and vegetables in a 
cleanly manner and to sterilize 
them properly.

Mix thoroughly three tablespoons 
of sugar, three-fourths teaspoon 
of cinnamon, three-fourths cup of 
soft, stale, bread crumbs and two 
or three tablespoons of butter; add 
one-fourth cup of blanched al- 
monds chopped fine. Sprinkle mix- 
ture thickly over top of cakes.
